ROUMANIA. 


We print in another column two letters that have recently 
appeared in an American contemporary. The first is from the 
Roumanian Consul-General in New York, and he strongly denies 
the allegations that are constantly made against the Roumanian 
Government of Anti-Jewish differentiation and of persecution of 
our people in the country he represents. He hints, if he does not 
fay, that the charges are utter fabrications at worst and gross 
exaggerations at best. He appears to think that what trouble there 
is in Roumania for the Jews there, is in large measure created by 
themselves, and that particularly baneful has been the interference 
from outside which the best Jews resent equally as do their fellow: 
citizens of other faiths. Such a statement coming from an American 
citizen like the Consul General, Mr. S. TILESTON WELLS, is sufficiently 
disconcerting. But that feeling is intensified when we find the 
Consul's letter promptly answered in the terms he employs by Mr, 
Lio WoLrson, President of the United Roumanian Jews in America, 
He categorically challenges every statement made by Mr. WELLS, 
and asserts that the statement made recently by Chief Rabbi 
NieMrrower to which Mr, WELLS alluded and to which we directed 
attention at the time, was, if not an entire “fake,” extensively 
Barbled. For nearly half a century, indeed ever since Roumania 
became politically a separate nation, there has been a like bandying 
backwards and forwards of statements concerning her behaviour 
towards her Jewish subjects. And we cite the letters, to which 
We allude, in order to stress the plea we made a few weeks 
ago for an independent examination into the exact conditions 
ne Jews that preyail in the country. The matter is not in

carried on, There were many points of interest in the Home 
Secretary's observations, but none evoked a more responsive chord 
in those who heard them, than his suggestion that the day would 
come when Britain would revert to its time-honoured policy of 
keeping her ports open to those of all the world who desire to enter 
them, for the purpose of becoming loyal and worthy citizens. We 
have always believed that England’s time-honoured policy was a 
great deal more than a symbol of greatness. It ministered to the 
prosperity and well-being of the country. It was a source of its 
prowess among the nations of the world, and won for it the 
admiration and the love of all the world—and those are mighty 
assets for any people. Nor have we ever been impressed with the 
argument that unemployment formed a good reason for the policy 


. being dropped. There was, it occurs to us. little reason for the Home 


Secretary to defend his department from the aspersions of anti- 
Jewish bias. Has it ever been seriously advanced? Can it with any 
reason he ascribed to any British Government Department? There 
have been senen-nhastal regard to all circumstances it is always 
more or less inevitable—when restrictive legislation has pressed with 
especial severity upon Jews. It follows that Jews, doubtless incon- 
siderately, have been prone to regard it as designed particularly to 
affect them.

The Rev. J. F. Stern. 


WE are pleased to sce that an influential Committee, under tha 
Chairmanship of Lord Brarstrep, has been brought into being for the 
purpose of finding the most suitable means whereby the community 
may express its appreciation of the work done by the Rev. J. F.

Such a career of help and assistance to his 
fellow Jews as that which has distinguished Mr. STERN ought to be 
stressed not alone as a mark of approval that will be gratifying to 
him, nor even as a sign of gratitude pleasing to those who render it, 
but also as an example and encouragement to others to tread the 
difficult paths in which Mr. STERN has toiled with so much credit 
to himself and to the good name of Anglo-Jewry,. 


The United ‘Synagogue. 


So far as such can be rightly regarded as a test, the statement 
made by the Treasurer of the United Synagogue last week is proof 
of the continued vitality of Judaism in the Metropolis. In twelve 
years the income of this remarkable organisation has become 
almost doubled, while last year the voluntary offermgs 
totalled to the figure of nearly £15,000, Not bad that for 
an institution about which, particularly in one quarter, we 
are constantly being told that it is obsolete if not moribund} 
Sacrifices such as these facts indicate were not possible with- 


out appreciation of the work done by the United Synagogue and 


sympathy with the causes which it represents. And it is nothing 
for wonder that this institution evokes the sentiment it does. 
That there are many things connected with it which many would 
desire to be otherwise, and that there is room for improvement in 
several directions, goes without saying. The manner in which, 
almost traditionally, finance is held as an overweening consideration 
and consequently, to the extent it does, dictates policy is one of the 
commonest complaints. Yet withal—and there is much more that 
could be pointed to as defective—the United Synagogue remains a 
great communal institution, in fact one of the greatest existing. The | 
pity is, that it cannot extend its operations over an even wider field 
than it does, and that only a section of one local Jewry has the 
benefit of its splendidly administered organisation. These are days 
whenevery ounce of strength, derivable from concerted effort, is needed 
in Anglo-Jewry, if our prestige as a people is to be maintained and 


the Jewish faith upheld. The contribution of the United Synagogue - 


to this end is well-nigh incalculable, and only if we. try to think o 
the parlous condition in which Metropolitan Jewry (and the whole 


Jewry of the country more or less) would find itself were the United | 
Synagogue to cease functioning, can we begin to realise its —

Or, perhaps, it may 
be some unintended slight that the Minister's wife has cast upon 
the womenkind of some member of the Congregation, who possibly 
by not the cleanest methods (judged by the standard of Judaism) is 
ati important because he possesses fat pass- book and 
subscribes liberally, or rather with comparative liberality, to the 
S)nagogue and the communal funds. 1 myself, a few years ago, was 
able to trace an absolute vendetta that existed against a Minister in 
@ provincial congregation, to the fact that his lady wore (1 think if 
was), a hat of the same make, shape or style, as that chosen at a 
local milliner’s by the “ big” man’s wife. When she was reprehended 
for “copying my very hat,’ the poor woman stood the disgraceful 
bullying for a little while, and then pleaded that she had really paid 
for itby cashon the nail. Lueed notsay that this observation lit up 
a veritable explosion, particularly when I add that the lady in 
question, like her husband, bad the reputation of taking long credit 
from the tradespeople. Anyway, it was sufficient to set going a cam- 
paign of malignity, of vituperation, of suspicious insinuation, which 
grew and grew till the Minister, poor man, was brought to the verge 
of a serious breakdown. His friends intervened, but to no avail. The 
unguarded word of Mrs. “ Minister’ smarted and hurt; it burnt, if 
irritated. And finally, the Minister, almost a broken man, was 
compelled to leave his Congregation and go elsewhere. And perhaps, 
even more galling than that, he felt constrained to arrange that his 
wife should not buy a hat at any shop nearer than ten miles from their 
residence, and in no nearby town to which the wives of members of 
the Congregation might resort for their head gear ! 

To be sure, there will be many who will read this story with 
some scepticism. There will be some who will conclude that it has 
been “edited” by the writer. There will be others who will accept 
it, if at all, with the idea that it is an esoteric narrative, and that 
such things may happen but do not often occur. But I am sure thaf 
out of even my experience | could produce a catalogue of instances 


involving Ministers (and not always in the Provinces) in no sense. 


less puny in their details and in no sense more creditable to those 
who have set themselves against their Ministers for the time being. 
And they all point to the necessity—the crying necessity—for a 
drastic communal re-organisation, which was the job to which the 
present Chief Rabbi promised to give his first attention after his 
appointment, but in respect to which I know of nothing practical 
that he has done. That may not’ be altogether bis fault. It 
probably is due to the poor material upon which anyone would 
have to work who attempted anything in the direction indicated, 
However, it is clear to me, and has been for years, that if we 
are to have an eflicient Ministry—and efficient Ministers are 
rather more needed in the small provincial centres than in 
even in the large cities or in the Metropolis—there must be some 
arrangement made whereby the smaller communities are bunched 
together, or joined to some large community to share the services 
of a Minister, who by this means could be adequately paid, and who 
would be likely to be a man above the average, having regard to the 
larger responsibility that would fall to the office. And in the next 
place, all Ministers should be paid from a central fund, and should 
not be dependent upon the A’s, the B’s and the C’s, the X’s, the Y's 
and the Z’s among their congregants. To some extent this is so in 
the case of the United Synagogue, but by no means to the extent 
it should be. For although there the pay of the Ministers is drawn 
from a central fund, the money is in the control of the local bodies. 


Here are just a couple of aspects in which the community would 
benefit extremely if it learnt the inward lesson of the Devons 
tragedy. Only by some such means can we hope for young men of 
culture, ambition and spirit to become Jewish Ministers in the 
future. And only by such means can we ensure for our congrega- 
tions up and down the country that Jewish authority—the authority 
of the Rabbi and his unchallenged influence—which, with allits draw- 
backs, has been largely the salvation of Jewry throughout all its 
trials and tribulations, during its whole existence,

Mrs. HENRY VAN DEN BERGH. 

The death, after a short illness, at the age of fifty-nine, of Henriette 
Van den Bergh, occurred at The Hague last Sunday. 

The deceased was the second daughter of the late David J. Spanjaard, 
of Borne, Holland, and married, in 1887, Henry Van den Bergh, of 8, Ken- 
sington Palace Gardens, W.5. 

Mrs. Van den Bergh was well known in connection with many charitable 
Whstitutions in which she took a keen and practical interest, notably the 
Home for Aged Jews, over the Ladies’ Committee of which she presided, 
being a member also of the General Committee, and often organising successful 
smtertainments in aid of various good causes. 

During the war, in which two of her sons—Captain Seymour and Lieu- 
‘enant James Van den Bergh—were killed in action, she did much work for the 
Belgian Relief Fund, and was decorated by the King of the Belgians. 

She had a great love of art, and was connected with several important 
irtistic societies. 

Four children survive her, two sons—Donald and Robert—and two 
laughters—Mrs. Gerald Schlesinger and Miss Elsie Van den Bergh. 

The funeral was on Wednesday at Willesden. - 


A memorial service to the late Mrs. Van den Bergh will be held at the 
tynagogue of the Home for Aged Jews, next Sunday at half-past cight.

THE LATE SENATOR LUIGI LUZZATTI. 

The Italian Royal House and the Government were officially repre- 
sented last week at the funeral of the late Senator Luigi Luzzatti, 
formerly Prime Minister of Italy, which was at the Jewish Cemetery in 
Venice. The deceased had expressed the wish that he should be buried 
by the side of his parents. Count Volpi, the Minister of Finance, spoke at 
the graveside in the name of the Government. The King of. Italy has 
himself called at the house of mourning to express his sympathy, and the 
French Ambassador also paid a visit representing his Government. 

At a meeting of the Italian Chamber of Deputies, the Prime Minister, 
Mr. Mussolini, paid a warm tribute to the work of the deceased, which, 
he said, was closely bound up with the last half century of Italian history. 
He had been perhaps the most striking and representative figure of that 
period, and the high place occupied by Italy among the nations in the 
matter of social legislation was in great part due to the work of Luzzatti. 
In the last few years, added the Duce, he had frequently had cause to 
@ppreciate the wisdom of the counsels of Luzzatti, which were being 
oarried out by the Fascist Government by means of co-operative organisa- 
tion. Luigi Luzzatti was one of the great men, wise and pure, who were 
ever an honour to the Fatherland, and deserved to be lamented and 
honoured.

| YOUR GREAT SHELTER WORK 

nthe East End of London—a work with which I, as Secretary of State for 


Home Affairs, am much brought into contact ; a work which I can fully 


and unreservedly commend. I understand you are appealing to-night for 
« large sum of money—a sum of money which is not by any means beyond 
your power to obtain; a sum of money which will be used by you in im- 
proving the Shelter, in improving the work, in carrying out all those great 
undertakings on behalf of the poverty-stricken men and women of your 
own community who come to these shores of ours. When your Shelter was 
first founded some forty years ago, England held wide open her doors in order 
that every persecuted man and woman from any part of the world might 
have a safe shelter in these shores. (Hear, hear.) Maybe, Mr. Chairman, that 
nm the course of time those doors will again be flung wide open. (Loud and 
prolonged applause.) But it is one of the most difficult duties of my office 
that | am the guardian and the custodian of these doors. It is for me to 
vay on behalf of.the Government, on behalf of Parliament, that for the time 
beng it is impossible to throw open those doors as wide as they were when 
your Shelter was formed forty years ago. But because those doors are 
te day shut, or part ially shut 4 because of labour difficulties in our midst ; 
because of the million men who are unemployed—do not think that there is’ 
ess need for your Shelter, There is greater need than ever. (Applause.) In 
the last forty years you have performed great deeds, and great kindnesses for 
the members‘ of your community— men and women who come to this country 
from the Eastern part of Europe ; men and women who would like to come 
here —and remember this, that in spite of what some people will say to you 
~ Enyland is a paradise to these poor people. Since your Shelter was founded 
you have helped over a million men and women of your eo-religionists. 
Over 112,000 have actually received lodging and food in that Shelter— 
A WONDERFUL RECORD! 

J understand from information I have received that no one is turned away, 
All who came here with the great claim upon you of being one of your co- 
relivionists—those men and women are received, suecoured, sheltered and 
helped. Jt is a great work, and remember that since the war the great trans- 
muratory traffic is greater than it was before the war, coming from all parts 
of the East of Europe and travelling to those great spacious lands on the 
other side of the Atlantic, It is a great thing for this country that we have 
your Shelter and your organisations to look after them and to help them 
in their period of transit, I remember in my own time as Secretary of State 
when America closed the door; when America insisted upon that small 
died of immigrants entering her country, and ships arrived at Southampton 

with immigrants from America, blocked and stopped. There they were, 
b was impossible for the guardian of the doors here to allow them into this 
Country to compete with the labour market. ‘They were kept at 
EASTLEIGH, 
and one of the first things you did was to found a school there and start an 
en to help these people. America gradually opened her doors 

st year there were some 200 of them left. Mr. Otto Schiff came to 


the Home Office and I had an interview with him. and an arrangement was 
made honourable to the Government of this country and honourable to your 
great community. 

I have from time to time been acctised of being hard-hearted in my oftice. 
It is not an easy office to fulfil. It is, perhaps, the most difficult atid the 
most laborious of any office in the Government of to-day. But when Mf. 
Schiff came to me about these unfortunate people, mostly young women, who 
had been at Eastleigh for two and a half years, and for whom there was no 
prospect of immediately vetting into America, and when he told me that you 
would take charge of them, and would be responsible for them, and that they 
would not be a charve on the rates and taxes of this country or on the labour 
market, I was glad to be able to hand over those people to your committee. 
Iam delighted, as Home Sex retary, to tell you that they ha ve been well-cared 
for. The obligations entered into by vou have been fulfilled to the uttermost, 
(Applause.) 


May I say a word or two as to the principles upon which Iam bound to 
administer this difficult Act of Parliament in relation to the entry of these 
aliens into our midst ? These general principles must be maintained. Some- 
times you come to me, or other people come to me, and put hard cases before 
une Believe me, it is easy to say “* Yes "—miuch more easy than to say 
‘ No.” It is the pleasantest thing in the world to say “ Yes,” when you come 
to ask me for a favour. But remember this: It is _ ‘ 

VERY DIFFICULT TO BE FAIR, 
and if I make a concession to one it is unfair to the man to whom I grant no 
concession. (Hear, hear.) The difficulties of the office are that while I 
strive to be fair and kind one must steel one’s heart against any personal 
favour, and they are numerous who come to the Home Secretary and ask 
for a personal favour. A lady whom I met one night at dinner said to me, 
1 do so thoroughly support the action you are taking in regard to aliens, 
1 think you are right. But I have one Russian Prince I am so interested in, 
Could you let him in?’ (Laughter.) It is the same everywhere I go. 
If 1 go abroad to stay at an hotel, nearly every waiter as soon as he gets to 
know who | am wante to know if I might let them in to England. (Laughter.) 
I take this view—that if a man comes here as a mere casual visitor—and there 
are about 400,000 casual visitors who come into this country and go out of it 
every year—if he is a mere casual visitor he has no right or no claim what- 
ever to the high title of citizen-of Great Britain. But if a man comes here, if 
he marries here and if he brings up his children here and te 
language, then I agree with you that the sooner he is yranted 
NATURALISATION, 

the better. But I hold the privilege of British citizenship te be a high one. 
(Hear, hear.) It is the highest, in my view, of any citizenship m the world 
to-day. It is one that we do not lightly grant. When I came to my high 
office 1 found that the average of naturalisation was about 1,000 a year. 
Last year I naturalised 1,341. I found that there was considerable delay in 
my department. 1 called together the heads of that wonderful Civil Service 
and | am glad to say that these arrears are very nearly disposed of. (Applaure.) 

I know accusations have been made that I am prostituting my high 
office > that I am not using the powers entrusted to me by Parliament with 
fairness and honesty, because | have anti-Semitic views. I ask you to go 
to the Home Office and find there the answer—the numbers of men of your 
religion to whom year after vear since I have been in office | have accorded 
the high honour of British nationality. (Hear, hear.) There is not, and 
there never has been, in the Home Office the slightest difference made between 
Jew and Gentile. (Applause.) Those of you who know the history of our 
country, those of you who have read all that England has done in times past 
for your community, those of you who know what your community has done 
for England, you at least will realise that an English statesman would not be 
80 foolish—to put it on the lowest ground—as to differentiate between men 
of your religion and the men of any other religion. (Hear, hear.) . 

The doors of the room of the Secretary of State are open to the repre- 
sentatives of your Shelter to see me personally upon any matter in which they 
desire the views of the Secretary of State. While I remain in this great and 
difficult office, while upon my shoulders is laid the duty of holding fairly the 
guardianship.of the gates of this country, that guardi.nship and that duty 
shall he performed by me with the knowledge of all you have donc, all that 
vour community has done for the cause of civilisation in the world, and that 
there shall be no discrimination whatever between you and the members of 
any other race or any other community. «Applause. ) 


“THE INSTITUTION.” | 

The CHATRMAN, proposing the toast of ** The Institution,” after thanking 
Sir William Joynson-Hicks, and explaining the continued necessity for the 
Shelter and its work, read a telegram from Paris, from the new Jewish United 
Emigration Organisation (Hias-Ica-Emigdirekt), wishing success to the 
Shelter in its appeal, and announcing its contribution of £100 to the funds 
of the Shelter. Their thanks were due to the chairman of the Appeal Com- 
mittee, Mr. Ernest Schiff. (Applause.) No man had done more to help in 
the work of the Shelter than Mr. Schiff, and they heartily congratulated him 
upon the happy event which had taken place, (Applause.) : 

He would like to emphasise the fact that although their coors were 
closed to immigration they were not closed to transmigration, and at the 
present time the whole of the 120 beds at the Shelter were occupied by 
transmigrants who arrived in this country from Lithuania and who were 
leaving for South Africa at the end of the week. This was an example of 
what the Shelter did at the present time. 3 

Thev must have £20,000 to carry on, and he appealed to them to give 
as generously as they could and to get their friends to do the same, So far 
the amount realised was £12,700, and he hoped that by the end of the evening 
the £20,000 aimed at would be realised. (Applause. ) ; 

Mr. Orro M. Scutrr, in the course of a short reply, said none of those 
present could realise as much as he did the tremendous help and the fair 
dealing which the Shelter had received from the Home Office. Phere were 
difficulties. As Sir William had remarked, they were living in times when 
economic conditions, and particularly the restrictions of the countries overseas . 
which had closed their doors to immigrants, made it impossible for this country 
to absorb the alien immigrants coming to these shores, They received a 
large number of applications, and he must say this in fairness to the Home 
Office, the applications of those who wanted to bring over their parents and 
relations, and who could help them so that they would not become a burden 
upon the country, were hardly ever refused. Sometimes; of course, differences 
of opinion arose. But he did not think that he had had a single case when 
he could not see the point of view of the authorities and when those authorities 
had not accorded them absolutely fair treatment. “I am ready to say,, 
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said Mr. Schiff, “ that if there is any feeling in the community that there is 
any anti-Semitism in the Home Office, that is not so. It does not exist. 
‘They are most anxious at the Home Office that there should be no differen- 
tiation aud that no Jew should be treated worse because he happens to be a 
Jew.” (Applause.) Coming to the needs of the Shelter, said Mr. Schiff, 
he had very little to add to what Sit William and, their Chairman 
had already said. He would appeal to them to support them to the 
fullest extent possible. As to what the Shelter was doing, he could not do 
better than refer them to the letter which appeared in the last issue of Tae 
Jewish CHroNIcLe by Dr. Samuel Daiches, 


THE CHIEF RABBI. 

‘Tue Carer Rapst of the British Empire, in the course of his speech, 
said that a noted member of the Jewish clergy, whose absence from that 
festive board and the serious illness which was responsible for it they all 
depred—Dr. Joel Blau—not so very long ago teld them some people 
needed to be reminded that Judaism should be Jewish. In the same way, 
there might be people who forgot that, as a rule, the Jewish clergy preached 
Judaism. And if the Jewish clergy did preach Judaism, they necessarily 
preached that great ethical duty of which that institution was the embodiment 
love of the stranger, friendship for the friendless and helpless wavfarer. 
(Applause.} That duty went back to the beginning of their history. ‘This 
institution throughout the whole year proclaimed, “ Everyone who is in 
misery we will help him to freedom.” And these words did not remain a 
mere liturgical phrase. From the day that the Shelter was established 
forty vears ago by Herman Landau, of blessed memory, down to the out break 
of the War, 100,000 transmigrants fleeing from tyranny, massacre and famine, 
had been enabled through its aid to attain to lives of freedom and inde- 
pendence in the British Overseas Dominions, in Palestine, in North and South 
America. (Applause.) “* Anyone who is uprooted and hungry, let him come 
and receive food and shelter.” it spoke to 10,000 Belgian refugees during the 
War. And since the War, the self-sacrificing care of Otto and Ernst Schiff 
had wiped the tears from the faces of another 12,000 destitute human beings, 
to say nothing of the Eastleigh unfortunates. It was a record that should 
hearten every Jew, nay, every true lover of humanity. It was a record that 
received full recognition at the hands of the Jewish clergy, who were proud 
of the exemplary manner in which the Jews’ Temporary Shelter had carried 
out one of the lofticst ideals of their sacred faith. (Applause.) 

Mr. Eryst Scurrr said he was sorry to announce that the amount col- 
lected before and during that function only came to £15,000. He thanked 
the stewards and the staff of the Shelter for their assistance. 

The toast of the Chairman was proposed by Haham Dr. M. Gasrer, 
who, in the course of his speech, said thet the work of the Shelter had been 
done silently and not ostentatiously. It was due to this silence and unosten- 
tatiousness that their friends Messrs. Otto and Ernst Schiff complained of 
failure. It was not their failure. It was the failure of the community — 
(applause)—and the time, he hoped, was not far distant when the community 
would realise its responsibility. Sir William Joynson-Hicks had said that 
it would not be very long before these doors would again be opened. He 
sincerely hoped that it would be the privilege of Sir William to open these 
doors. (Applause.) 

Mr. Lionet said he had received two offers—one of

As a good many Congregations have notified their intention of making 
efforts on behalf of the appeal during the coming Passover Holydays, we 
have decided to continue with the Appeal campaign until after Passover - 
for, unless we collect .the full amount for whieh we are appealing, we 
shall again be embarrassed in the near future with a bank overdraft, without 
any chance of appealing again so soon. I sincerely hope that those Congre- 
gations in the Metropolis and the provinces who have not yet done anything 
for us will seize the opportunity during the Passover Holydays to make special 
efforts for us in collecting towards the Appeal Fund, and thus help the Shelter

Federation of Synagogues. 


GRANT TO TALMUD TORAH TRUST. 


A meeting of the Board of the.Federation of Synagogues wa; 
held on Tuesday at the offices, 64, Leman Street. Mr. J. M. Liscorr 
presided. 

The CHAIRMAN said that that meeting had been éalled for the exclusive 
en of submitting to them a recommendation of an Emergency Finance 
Committce meeting, which wes held on March ’23rd, when it was decided <o 
recommend to the Board to grant to the Talmud Torah Trust the sum of 
£500, Before he asked them to vote on that recommendation he felt it his 
duty as Treasurer of the Federation to make an important. announcement. 
During the past six months or so the Federation had been most generous in 
the granting of loans and in making denedions to various bodies, while the 
repayments during the same period have shown .a remarkable decrease. 
Some synagogues made no repayments whatever. The Secretary had told 
them that there was an overdraft at the bank at the present: moment, and he 
(Mr. Libyott) thought that some steps would have to be taken against those 
who took loans and treated them with contempt. . At the-last meeting of the 
Board they had decided that no more interest be charged, on the loans 
advanced. There was no money in the Federation and the Finance Com- 
mittee now suggested thet the Board borrow £500 on account from the 
Burial Society to give to the Talmud Torah Trust, so that the Board could 
allot the money hefore the Holydays. 

Mr. N. Frost, in. proposing the recommendation of the Finance Com- 
mutice to grent the la'mud Torah Trust on account the sum of £500, said that 
the present position of many of the Talmud Torahs was, unfortunately, that 
they owed money to their teachers. As they were so close to the Holydavs ke 
thought that everything possible should be done to find the money to pay 
the debts to the teachers. 

Mr. 1. M. Shocker said he was really at a loss to know what the matter 
was all about. First they had a recommendation from the Finance Com- 
mittee, then the Chairman said they hed no money, and then they were asked 
to borrow monty from the Burial Society. It was a difficult situation. 
Everybody agreed that the Talmud Torahs should have money. , He moved, 
as an amendment, that the matter be referred back to_the Finance Com- 
mittee, which should issue a report. 

Mr. D. Bawxett, in seconding the amendment, said that the Talmud 
Torah Trust ought to get more money from other sources. 

Mr. S. Couen said that the suygestion from the. Finance Committee 
reflected the greatest discredit on them, because the Board was now asked 
to draw money in edvance. They had heard that synagogues owed large’ 
sums of meney and yet the Finance Committee did not do anything m the 
matter. The synagowues had yuerentors and they did not ask them for the 
money. 

Mr. N, Conen and Mr. Levy supported the recommendation of the 
Finance Committee. 

Mr. N. Fisuer, a member of the Finance Committee, said that some of 
the members of the Committee did not know end were not present when the 
recommendation was discussed by the Committee. 

On a vote being taken the amendment was lost, and the recommendation 
was carried, 


PRESENTATION TO MR, GOLDSTINE, 

Mr. 8, GOLDSTELN said that, as they were all aware, it had been decided 
some time ago to present some testimonial to Mr. A..Goldstine for his services 
as Hon. Secretary. A cheque for £25 was signed by the Federation to present 
to Mr. Goldstine, but he could not understand why the Burial Society had not 
signed their cheque for presentation to Mr, Goldstine. 

Mr. Go.pstrxeé, in thanking the Board for its presentation in recognition 


of his services, said he had much pleasure in presenting it to the Talmud 


Torah Trust. 

Mr. J. M. Suocker said that he was pleased that the Board had granted 
the money to the Talmud Torah Trust, but he thought that it was time that 
the Federation should take into consideration the way that its affairs were 
being conducted. It was a very unsatisfactory state of affairs. They had 
heard from members of the Finance Committee that they knew nothing 
about the recommendation of that Committee to the Board. He wanted to 
know who was responsible for putting it on the agenda. The Federation 
was a bv-word all along the linc. Wherever one went, whether it was a 
friendly society meeting or elsewhere, one was often told, “* Well, this is not 
as bad as your Federation.” The Board had not even been told whether they 
had been approaching anybody with a view to taking the Presidency. He 
hoped that the Hon. Officers would report at the next meeting that something 
had been done in regard to the points he bad raised. 

The CuaimMaNn said that nothing was done loosely and without the 
knowledge of members of the Committee. At the last Burial Finance 
Committee meeting a member suggested that an emergency meeting of the 
Finance Committee of the Federation be held on the same evening, when the 
recommendation of the Finance Committee passed at to-night’s Board 
meeting was discussed. Concluding, Mr. Libgott said he was in negotiation 
with a certain party to take the chair,

Four eggs. 
Ground almonds, 2 ozs, 
Sieved meal, 8 ozs. 


Butter, 3 ozs, 

Sugar, 6 

Currants, 8 oza. 
Grated rind of a lemon, 


BEAT the butter and sugar to & cream; add the eggs lightly beaten, 
and the remainder of the ingredients. Mix thoroughly, and arrange on 
@ greased baking tin in small rough heaps. Bake in a quick oven for 
about ten minutes. 


Cinnamon Balls. 


Ground almonds, 6 ozs. Whites of three eggs. 
Castor sugar, 8 ozs. Ground cinnamon, | tablespoonfual. 


BEAT the whites of the eggs toa stiff froth. Mix all the ingredients 
together. With hands dipped in cold water, roll into small balls, put 
on a greased baking tin, and cook in a moderate oven for about fifteen 
minutes. -When cold, roll in icing sugar.

Castor sugar, 8 ozs. 


Mix the almonds and sugar together, and add sufficient white of egg 
to form into a soft, pliable paste. With hands dipped in cold water, roll 
into small balls; flatten, and put on a greased baking tin. Put half a 
blanched almond on top of each, and bake in a quick oven for about 
twelve minutes. 


Cocoanut Cakes. 


Desiccated cocoanut, 4 Ib. Two eggs. 
Castor sugar, 5 ozs. 


Mix all the ingredients thoroughly. Arrange in pyramid shapes on 
@ creased tin, and bake in a slow oven until lightly browned,

Ground almonds, 2 ozs, 
Three eggs. 


Butter, 4 ozs. 
Castor sugar, 4 025. 
Potato flour, 4 ozs. 


BEAT the butter and sugar to a cream; add the eggs well beaten, 
the potato flour, and ground almonds. Well grease a baking tin, pour 
in the mixture, and spread evenly. Bake in a quick oven for about six 
minutes. While still hot, cut across into squares or any shape preferred, 


Sponge Roll, 


Matza meal, 4 teacupful. Four eggs. 
Castor sugar, 4 teacupful. 


SEPARATE the yolks and whites of the eggs. Beat up the yolks very 
lightly with the sugar; sieve the meal, and add it. Beat. the whites of 
the eggs to a stiff froth, and fold in lightly. Line a baking tin with 
greased paper, pour in the mixture, and spread evenly. Bake in a quick 
Oven for about ten minutes. Turn on to a sugared cloth, trim the edges, 
spread quickly with lemon curd, and roll up at once.

Almond Pudding. 


Four e Castor sugar, 4 ozs. 


Ground 4 ozs. 
SEPARATE the yolks and whites of the eggs. Beat the whites to a 
froth, and the yolks until quite light; them mix together, and add the 
almonds and sugar. Beat steadily for a quarter of an hour. Turn into 
& greased pie dish, and bake in a moderate oven. 


“ Gefilite Fisch.” 
_ ‘TAKE six thick cutlets of cod or haddock, and cut a piece of fish out 
of each slice, leaving the skin and back-bone intact. Chop up very 
finely the fish that was removed, and add four tablespoonfuls ‘of chopped 
onion and a teaspoonful of parsley. Add two beaten eggs, and sufficient 
matza meal to bind the mixture. Season with salt and pepper, a pinch 
of cinnamon, and a little sugar. 7ill up the holes in the fish with this 
mixture, Slice an onion into a saucepan, sprinkle with salt and pepper, 
and lay the filled cutlets of fish on top. Cover with cold water, and 
simmer gently for an hour; then remove the fish, and put it on a dish, 
Add the yolks of two eggs and juice of a lemon to the liquor from the 


fish, and stir until it thickens. Pour over the fish, and serve hot or cold. -

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


S1r,—My attention was drawn to a letter which was published in your 
issue of the 25th February, by Mr. Levinson. It gives me great pleasure 
to observe that in a yourg member of my community, who deems him. 
self a modern thinking Jew, the pulse of religious life has begun to beat 
g0 tempestuously that the synagogue of to-day with its Prayer-book dog 
not provide that spiritual nourishment which is essential to his heait\,y 
religious life. But it seems to me very strange that a thinking man shou!d 
express himself to the effect that our Prayer Book and our customs which 
are and were during a period of thousands of years, hallowed by millions of 
intellectual Jews, are merely unhealthy fungi of barbaric ages! I think 
that Mr. Levinson as a solicitor ought to know that accusations must be 
supported by proofs, not merely by empty phrases! 

Mr. Levinson writes that he commends the reading of “ Mentor's” 
article on Spinoza to the Orthodox and that the lesson of Spinoza's life 
should be taken well to heart! Ithink if Mr, Levinson were acquainted 
with the doctrines of Spinoza, with his conduct and the circumstances in 
which the Rabbis of Amsterdam were placed at that time, he would

Simr,—The strong attacks on Reform Judaism by Rabbis Dr. Salis Daichos 
and Dr. Isidore Epstein may prove a Godsend to Reformers, if only they will 
try to profit by their opponents’ criticisms, 

Whilst the “ Liberal” movement is non-Jewish and anti-Jewish. the 
Berkeley Street movement seems to have no consistent or definite policy 
whatever. 

Otherwise, we should have flourishing synagogues of a very moderate 
Reform tendency, with a revised liturgy, in Liverpool, Birmingham, G!aszow, 
and other centres. 

If Reform Judaism can purge itself of German rationalistic and anti- 
legalistic taint, it may prove of great influence in the community. But the 
basis of the Reform movement I have in mind will be Halachic and National- 
istic. The Halacha will be gentiy modified, Jewish National aspirations will 
be left untouched and dearly cherished; and the full Jewish spirit will 
develop in an atmosphere ef sincerity and modernity. A Judaism based on 


British civilisation and Harrow and Oxford is nonsense and farcical. A 
Judaism based on Jewish life and traditions and a gently modified H«/acha 
can teach Oxford and Harrow the conduct of life, and save our youths and 
maidens. 


The United Synagogue is bound by the letter of the Shulchan Arwch 
(in theory only), Let Berkeley Street examine the problem of their relation- 
ship to the Halacha. Let Berkeley Street come to terms with the Russian and 
Polish Jews. Let Berkeley Street build not so much in London as in the 
Provinces. Let Berkeley Street espouse Jewish National causes. | 

As things are, however, I anticipate that a Jewish Reform movement 
will ultimately he set in motion by the United Synagogue ; and Berkeley Street 
remain out in the cold. It matters nothing that the Berkeley Street Syna- 
gogue contains influential communal leaders. This synagogue has cone 
nothing to carry on the movement of Progressive Judaism, Fer this reason, 
Liverpool reformers seek Rabbi Dr. Mattuck’s help. There can be no doubt 
that “ Liberal" Jewish synagogues will soon be established in many centres 10

Myers, Chairman of the Visitation 
Committee, on the death of his mother. 


The Annual Accounts. 


Mr. F. D. BENJAMIN, who was applauded on rising to present the 
opnual accounts, said that, speaking of course from the financial aspect, 
the United Synagogue had had a successful year, notwithstanding the 
fact that the results of one or two synagogues had been disappointing. 
Yurning to the General Cash Account, they would see that the gross 
yovenue from constituent synagogues amounted to £76,727, as compared 
with £75,399, in 1925, an increase of £1,328. It was interesting to note 
that in 1915 the gross revenue amounted to £59,224, and the figure had 
consistently increased year by year without a break. Inthe twelve years 
the figure had increased by £37,503. Reverting to the increase of revenue 
of £1,328 in 1926, as compared with 1925, the figure, on being analysed, 
showed an increase of seat rentals and assessments of £114, and increases 
in offerings of £704, and in marriage charges and other items of £445. 
There was a decrease in the amount received from temporary seats of 
£05. They found increases in the education rate of £6, and. burial 
rate of £49. Before leaving the figures of the gross revenue, he 
would like to call attention to the increase in offerings, the total 
for the year being a record—£14,869. It was perhaps unusual to 
refer to individual synagogues when considering those figures, but 
he would like to call attention to the New Synagogue whose offerings 
last year showed an increase over 1925 of £640. The Treasurers hoped 
that that record would be maintained. Last year he believed he 
referred to the item of marriage charges, and pointed out that 
from the figures before him the number of marriages had declined year by 
year —639 in 1922 to 540 in 1925, nearly 100 in four years. It was interesting 
to note that in 1926 the pendulum had begun to swing in the other 
direction. The number of marriages last year was 361, an increase of 21 
over 1925. Turning to local expenditure, the figures for 1926 showed the 
amount spent as £43,079, and £42,614 in 1925,an increase of £465. The 
increase in local expenditure charges did not call for any special comment, 
The seventeen items given in the estimated income and summary of 


estimated expenditure showed an increase in twelve items and adecrease 


inftive. Referring to the 
ESTIMATES FOR 1927. 
Mr. Benjamin said he was sorry to say that these were by no means 


satisfactory, because the figures showed an increase in primary charges 


and local requirements amounting to £854, against which the estimated 
increase in revenue, exclusive of voluntary contributions, amounted only 
to £204, thereby showing a balance on the wrong side of £590. It was 


nol very likely that the annual expenditure of the year would be less than ° 


the ivures estimated. The amounts paid by constituent synagogues for 


amortisation in 1926 increased by £74, interest showed an increase of £83, 


and 24 per cent. paid on gross revenue increased by £31. The amount 
received for refunding and recoupment showed a decrease of £38. The 
final surpluses at. disposal of local boards (to be paid over to the surplus 
“ccount) increased by £495. The assessment to provide deficits of 
constituent synagogues was £3,545 as compared with £3,656 in the 
previous year, a decrease of £111. There were nine deficit synagogues 
in 1°26. Dalston and Stoke Newington Synagogues were not deficit 
‘Sybasogues in 1925, but in 1926 they showed deficits. It was the first 
time in eight years that Stoke Newington had showed a deficit, and not- 
withstanding that an even larger deficit was budgeted for in 1927. He 
regretted to say that South Hackney Synagogue showed a substantial 
increase in its deficit as compared with the preceding five years. 
The vote to Committees, Charities and Subventions was £7,687, £1,103 
more than in 1925 and £1,843 more than in 1924. The community did 
hot realise the large amount of work performed by the various com- 
mittces connected with the United Synagogue and the large amount of 
money expended in that direction. In the Beth Hamedrash and Beth Din 
Ccount they would notice that the Council had voted the sum of £1,270 
to meet the deficit. Unfortunately a further sum of £1,100 had had to be 
‘oted, making a total of £2,370. The Shechita Board had only paid £830 
a Services rendered through the Beth Din as against £2,000 required.

~) and further reduced it last year to £830. The Treasurers still hoped 
eb pete a further sum on account of 1926.

Mr. Benjamin said that a year ago he mentioned the fact that the 
number of subscribers to the fund was unsatisfactory, and mentioned that 
there were increasing calls upon the fand, the expenditure being largely 
in excess of the income. Unfortunately his remaiks had not had the 
desired effect. In 1925 there were 8,800 members and 7,308 subscribers: 
in 1926, 8,870 members and 7,261 subscribers, so that in spite of the increase 
in membership of the United Synagogue of 70, there had been a decrease 
in the number of subscribers to the fund by 47, and a decrease in the 


amount of subscriptions of £48. The amount contributed to the Union of 
Hebrew and Religion Classes Fuvd was £3.52 


5.527 as against £5,472, an 
increase of £55. The membership schedule of seats let showed an increase 
of 55 for gentlemen's Seats, those awaiting seats an increase of 14, and 
assessed members an increase of 9. The number of lady seatholders in 
their own right shows a decrease of 5, and assessed members an increase 
of 2. The number of ladies’ and gentlemen's seats let together showed 
an increase of 47. In conclusion. Mr. Benjamin expressed the thanks of 
the Treasurers to the mentbers of the Finance Committee for their sci vices 
rendered during the past year. He especially referred to the work of the 
Joint Secretaries for their ever willing and cheerful assistance rendered 
to the Treasurers. He thanked the members of the Couneit for” their 
patience in listening to him. i 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN a vote of thanks was accorded to 
Mr. Benjamin for his interesting and lucid speech.

The Ministers Salaries Fund. 


Mr. ORGEL andl Mr. Ernst M. SCHIFF wanted to know more details 
as to how the £3,000 that would be paid over for the Ministers’ Salaries 
Fund would be utilised. 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN said that the exact method by which il 
was proposed to utilise the money forthe fund had not yet been worked 
out, due to the fact that the Honorary Officers’ time was fully occupied 
with other important duties on behalf of the United Synagogue. 

Mr. IstpoRE ABRAHAMS was persistent in his enquiries about the 
utilisation of the money for this fund. He said that many mémbers felt 
that such a large sum as that should not be passed over so quickly 
without the members of the Council being given further information. 

Mr. F. D. BENJAMIN said that he had told them that at a latter stage 
the Hon. Officers would come to them and as them to agree to whatever 
scheme they might ask them to adopt. 

Messrs. HYAMS and MENDELOWITCH supported the Honorary. OMecocrs’ 
views. 

An amcndment, proposed by Mr. WIX and seconded by Mr. HILLE, 
that the name of the fund be called “Special Reserve Fund,” was. tost, 
and the Council agreed that the money be placed to the fund as 
mentioned above. 

Mr. FP. E. EGLIs said he did not think it right for the Council to be 
asked to vote money from the Ministers’ Salaries Augmentation Fund to 
those ministers whose synagogics paid their way. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the matter was fully considered. by the 
Finance Committee. 

A Dayan for East London. 


Mr. J. MENDELOWITCH spoke of the desirability of appointing a 
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resident English-speaking Dayan for East London. Any of them, he 
said, who were acquainted with the conditions in East.London knew how 
important this appointment was. When Dayan Feldman resided there 
he did a vast amount of good work, and his services were greatly appre- 
ciated. The left wing was making great strides to reform East End 
Jewry, and he hoped that the Honorary Officers would take into con- 
sideration the needs of East End Jewry inthisrespect. Mr, Mendelowitch 
said he hoped also that a committee would be appointed to draw up a 
scheme for the satisfactory working of the Ministers’ Salaries Augmenta- 
tion Fund and the proposed Ministers’ Salaries Fund, for which the sum 
of £3,000 had just been set aside in reserve. He was of the opinion that 


. ministers should receive adequate salaries instead of applying for these 


extra grants. 

The CHAIRMAN said he was gratefal to Mr. Mendelowitch for raising 
the matter in regard to the appointment of an English-speaking Dayan 
for East London. If Mr. Mendelowitch would give notice of motion in 
regard to that, the proposal would be fully discussed. 

Mr. M. DUPARC caused loud langhter when he asked whether it was 
not a fact that the present resident East End Dayan refused to speak 
English. 

“The CHAIRMAN moved a vote of thanks to the Treasurers of the 
Bequests and ‘Trusts Fund, Burial Society, and Associate Synagogues 
Fund. 


Burial and Building Committees. 


Mr. J. PRAG, J.P., presented the report of the Burial Committee, In 
regard to certain improvements at the Willesden Cemetery, the following 
interesting paragraph appears in the report: 


In convection with the improvement of the Cemetery drive it had been 
decided that the trees which had to be removed, in order to permit of the 
widening, should be replaced by a row of conifers. The Committee have the 
jeasnre to report the receipt of a communication from the Superintendent, 
Mr. Hi. Van Ryn stating: “It wonld give me great pleasure if the Treasurers: 
will allow me to present these shrubs, also the planting of the same, frec of 
charge. Over fifty-three years ago I assisted in planting the row of trees which 
had to be uprooted for the improvement to the road. and to think that | am 
spared, after such a length of time, to plant the conifers, is indeed gratifying to 
me.” The Committee, in conveying their sineere thanks to Mr. Van Ryn, have 
tendered to him their hearty congratulations on this unique record,

Asa result of the recent revision of the scheme contained in the United 
Synagegues Act, certain by-laws required some amendment prior to the 
forthcoming elections at the Constituent Synagogues. The following 
resolution was adopted relating to local elections: 

That the Council ratify the action of the Honorary Officers in preparing, 
subject to the approval of the Honorary Solicitor, such amendments of the by- 
laws relating to Elections at the Constituent Synagogues as are essential to 
bring the same into conformity with the Seheme in the United Synagogues Act 
as lately revised : that they be anthorised to circulate notice of such amend- 
ments to the Secretaries of the Constituent Synagogues, and that the said 
amendments be deemed to be operative for the pnrpose of the Elections taking 
place at the Constituent Synagogues on 22nd May next. 

The receipt of the following sums was reported: 

From the West London Synagogue, for the Burial Society, towards 
burial of the poor, £50; for the Visitation Fand, £30; for the Discharged 
Prisoners’ Aid Society, £15. 

The following sums were voted: Jewish Board of Guardians, £1,274; 
Jews’ College, £300; Board of Deputies, £270; Mikvah at Bayswater, £25. 


Commercial Road Talmud Torah. 


BAZAAR IN AID OF THE BUILDING FUND. 
At the Whitechapel Art Gallery on Saturday evening last, a Bazaar 


_ was opened in aid of the Building Fund of the Commercial Road Talmud 


Torah. Dayan Dr. FELDMAN presided, and welcomed the Mayor 
of Stepney who declared the Bazaar open.

Howitt, J.P., Mayor of Richmond, who did not neglect his brethren in his 


muh ifarious civic duties. 


Councillor A. Howitt, the President, appealed for support for the 
institution. He knew of the immense sacrifices that were made by those 
responsible for the administration of the Taimud Torah. He congratulated 
the honorary officers, committee, and staff on the work they were doing. 

On Monday, Mr. MORRIS MYER presided, and CouncillorM. H. Davis, 
L.C.C., opened the Bazaar. The object of the Bazaar, said Mr. Myer, was 
not only to help build a Talmud Torah but to awaken the Jewish spirit 
and strengthen Jewish life and interests, Councillor Davis thanked 
the chairman for his kind’ romarks. He had an intimate connection, 
through his parents, with the Talmud Torah, and he assured them

LECTURE MOVEMENT. 


The Chief Rabbi at Whitefield’s Tabernacle. 

The large audience rose reverently when Dr, Hertz walked on to the 
platform of Whitefield’s last Sunday afternoon, and gave him a warm. 
hearted greeting. 

‘Whitefield’s” is almost the classic forum of London. There, in its 
two centuries of existence, leading men of the realm have given of their 
best thought. Three Prime Ministers have been among its speakers. The 
late Chief Rabbi was an honoured visitor, and the profound impression 
his utterance left still lingers in the minds of those who heard him. 

Yet never could the famous meeting-place have presented a more 
impressive spectacle than during the hour and more in which Dr. Hertz, 
last Sanday, held his hearers spell-bound, 

They were largely a working class audience—earnest, thoughtful, 
intelligent, alert; men whose knowledge of Jews, and the things they 
stand for. could have been only limited, yet they were, moved by some. 
thing higher than curiosity, and responsive ‘to every note struck by the 
speaker in his animated discourse. 

The hush Which prevailed was broken only by the cheering which 
punctuated the speaker's enthralling sentences, or the laughter which 
ereeted his humorous sallies; and on the sea of up-turned faces were 
written intentness, and sheer pleasure at what must have sounded, 
to those people, like a revelation of a fresh point of view, and the 
thoughts of a new world of which they knew only dimly. 

The Chairman, Mr. GAZ#, in a few introductory words, spoke of his 
old longing to hear the voice of Judaism upon the matters that touched 
them nearly. At best they hopod that a Minister of the Jewish Faith 
would one day come and speak to them, and in receiving the highest 
ecclesiastical dignitary of the Jewish Faith they could count themselves 
fortunate. 

“The Bible asa Book!” Dr. Hertz was quickly en rapport with his 
audience. He has that golden oratorical gift, ““the common touch.” His 
speech is direct, his eloquence brightened with a homely wit that evokes 
honest laughter—but never does he lose contact. with his hearers, and 
speaker and listeners move along together in mutual understanding and 
good fellowship. 

Nor does Dr. Hertz play the part of blatant propagandist. Palestine, 
its history, its people? Let the non-Jew speak. Nay, let the sceptics 
speak. “I always like to quote the sceptics,” said the Chicf Rabbi, in an 
aside, and the audience caught the humour of his method, 

By the Bible he meant the Old Testament . . . He would not 
dream of speaking on the New Testament to an audience who knew so 
much more aboutit than himself—and again there came a hearty Jaugh, 
and good humoured endorsement of the limitation the speaker had set 
himself. 

To understand a book one must understand the land in which it 
Originated, the people who gave it to the world, their history and their 
language. 

Followed a few vivid phrases descriptive of Palestine’s physical con. 
figuration, of the campaigns and battles that had made it the cockpit of 
the world, of Jerusalem wiped out again and again by vengeful enemies 
yet rising mysteriously every time from its ruins, the indestructible of 
history. And now, at last (with a smile), the Turks had, after many 
centuries, ceased to rule it. The audience took the patriotic point 
readily, and cheered ! 

The Jew°—the riddle of the nations! The speaker declaimed the 
moving words of the famous poet of the sweat shop, and the telling 
phrases of Tolstoi. 

The language of the Jews ?—let the great sceptic, Renan, speak of its 
tremendous power and sombre force in the expression of life and its 
meaning. 

Then—the Bible. The book without a name, for Bible just meant— 
“Book.” No book had been read in so many languages or laid the 
foundation of so many literatures. 

With uplifted voice, and with strokes of powerful eloquonce, the 
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speaker stressed the humanity and the universalism of the Old Testa. 
ment; and every sentence, every word, struck fire in the hearts of a 
thoroughly roused audience. 

“What, according to the Bible, was the cardinal sin?” “Man's 
inhumanity to man!” The gathering vigorously endorsed the declaration, 
“What was the whole duty of man”? It was given by the Prophet 
Micah : “He hath shown thee, O man, what is good; and what doth the 
Lord require of thee, but todo justly, and to love mercy, and to w.)); 
humbly with thy God?" When Mr. Harding was sworn in as Presiden: 
of the United States of America, a copy of the Bible lay open before hij). 
and his finger was placed upon that noble passage. 

The Prophets defied the embattled might of Babylon! They did yo: 
cry aloud “ Babylon will fall,” but “ Fallen, fallen is Babylon!” In th.>i; 
unconquerable faith, they believed that what ought to be, must be— ay) 
would be! The thrilling passage roused the audience to enthusias:y. 
The sympathy between the speaker and his hearers was tightly knit, 
and a sense of the common interest and common brotherhood held ey, ry 
man in the great gathering. ; 

The Chief Rabbi went on to speak of the democratic sentiment. o! 
the Bible-—a veritable arsenal for every social reformer—of Isaia})'« 
prophetic vision of universal peace, of the Scribes who had accomplished 
the miracle of transmitting the scriptures by memory from generation to 
generation—and through it all the same rapt and delighted attention, the 
same generous and profound concord. 

When he ended with some stirring words from Israel Zangwill —‘ the 
Bible dominates existence "~-the audience rose, and there came rinving 
applause, more heart-felt and prolonged than the writer of these lines 
had heard for many a year—applause which testified to the deep impres. 
sion produced, and the precious service the speaker had rendered. The 
mist that surrounded the Jew seemed to have been pierced; the barricrs 
that divided him from his fellow-citizens to have melted in the fire of the 
speaker's cloquence. ‘The Jew and his Bible stood for living, cardinal! 
things. The Jew, “the great unknown,” was a little better known ; “the 
great misunderstood ” a little better understood ! 

The Chairman, obviously moved, told bow the address had touched 
the heart and the mind of his hearers, and expressed the desire of the 
of the meeting to honour the great Jewish race by honouring their 
distinguished visitor that day. 

When the Chief Rabbi had retired to the vestry-room there came a 
timid tap on the door. Two worl.ing men stood there, with 
bared heads. One of them, they said, was a Wesleyan, the other a 
Quaker. They had come as a deputation from the meeting to beg Dr. 
Hertz to have his speech published. They had greatly enjoyed it, and 
desired to read and study it!

ANNUAL MEETING. 


RABBI DR. BLAU’S ILLNESS. 


The annual meeting of the seatholders of the West London 
Synagogue of British Jews was held on Sunday at 34, Upper 
Berkeley Street, Portman Square,W. The Chairman of the Council, 
Mr. Poitie 8. WALEY, presided. 

Mr. WALEY, in the course of his address, said that in Dr. Blau they 
had had the good fortune to find a minister of: outstanding learning, 
cloquence, and force of character, who at once took his place as a 
communal leader, and they felt that under his guidance they might at 
last be able to make some effort to determine whether those who, week by 
week in the Jewish Press, expressed their desire for reform would 
actually come forward in its support if they were given the oppor- 
tunity. All of them who believed, as he did, that in Reform lay the 
:eal hope for Judaism in the future, were anxious to do what was in their 
power to back Dr. Blau’s efforts, notwithstanding the fact that the syna- 
cogae was already financiaily unable to make both ends meet. And so 
there had been plans worked out not only for intensifying their domestic 
activities, but for planting their banner outside their walls. “We have 
never desired or attempted,” said Mr. Waley, “and rightly, as 1 think, 
to become a proselytising body. As we claim freedom for ourselves to 
order our service and observances in accordance with our own needs, so we 
have nodesire to wean others from other presentations of Judaism. Onthe 
other hand, we welcome to this Synagogue all who prefer our service, andif 
there are others in reasonable numbers who cannot come here but are in 
necd of similar services, let them come to our Council, and we will do 
what we can to help them.” They had been on the eve of starting Sabbath 
afternoon Services in the North-West district, and this might have 
enabled them to ascertain what nucleus of Reformers might exist in 
that part of London. But fate had been against them. A few weeks 
aco Dr. Blau was taken.ill and had since undergone a serious operation. 
‘hey looked forward with hope to his recovering his health and 

trength within a few months, but this he trusted that he might 
ay~—that if by some unforeseen misfortune Dr. Blau were to find that 
his strength would no longer permit of his resuming the arduous work of 
(hief Minister, they were still determined to carry_on the task to which 
he had set his hand. He had noticed a letter in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
recently, in which the writer signed “British Jew,” said, among other 
things, ‘that all efforts to induce Upper Berkeley Street to spread its 
liturgy and modernised services among a wider public, seem doomed to 
failure. This great reform Congregation seemed quite content with its 
own Synagogue.’’ There might be some truth in this latter remark, but 
-urely if others were not satisfied with their own synagogue it was 
ip to them to look for something more in accordance with their needs. 
if’ British Jew ™ was a member of their congregation, he invited him to 
come to their meetings and justify his remarks by making practical and 
fruitfal proposals.

If he were among those who felt the 
need of such services let him approach their Executive with sufficient 
names to warrant the foundation of another reform congregation. He 
vas sure that he would meet with a sympathetic reception. In the 
course of his further remarks, Mr. Waley said that the past year had 
thrown a large amount of work, not only on their Executive, but on their 
friend, Mr. Marks.

Art and Artists, 
Mr. PHILIP NAVIASKY. 

Mr, Philip Naviasky’s seeond exhibition in London, held at Spink and 
Son's Galleries, King Street, St. James, for the two weeks ending 
April 2nd, provided a promising collection of water-colours and oils. 

With water-colour for his medium, the painter has a wide range of 
subjects'from which to choose, and Mr. Naviasky reveals his appreciation 
of the variety of interest to be found in the many-coloured boats and 
picturesque harbours, quaint street corners and market scenes of pro- 
vincial France, He paints in an easy spontaneous manner, and his colour 
ig clear and varied; at first glance. this gives an impression of brilliancy, 
but upon closer examination the treatment appears slight, lacking both 
firmness and concentration. Among the portraits in oils, we find an 
especially understanding study in “May” (No. 3). But what an oppor- 
tunity went begging in the interpretation of Lord Howard de Walden's 
daughter—a charming subject, ready in her fancy dress for play-acting 
in any Arabian Nights’ tale. and she stands stiffly posed, a mannequin! 
The portrait of Patrick Moynihan (No. 2), son of Sir Berkeley Moynihan, 
is a pleasant piece of work. The one pastel (No. 6), a woman's head, 
shows splendid dramatic quality, suggestive of the intensity of one of 
Ruth Draper's “characters.” There is a more subtle use of colour, and 
a finer sense of form in this one portrait than in any of the other work. 

On the whole, Mr. Naviasky’s work shows great promise for so young 
an exhibitor ; he catches the vividness and gaiety of Martiques, St. Tropez, 
but not their varied moods of light: he sees their colour, but it does not 
yet form a pattern for him. He appreciates a situation and responds 
quickly to it, but he has yet to perfect his method of expression.

A case in the Courts recently attracted a certain amount of public 
attention. A young man who had not yet attained his majority desired 
to marry, and as his father would not give his consent, the would-be 
bridegroom went to the Court and asked the magistrate to use the power,, 
which a recent Act of Parliament had conferred upon him, to grant 
permission for his entry into wedlock. To have to give such a decision 
was by no means a welcome duty for the magistrate in question, but in 
his diseretion he decided in favour of the young applicant. 

The problem has many difficult issues. Parental authority is not 
what it used to be; young people follow their own sweet will. But at 
least parents were hitherto able to restrain their children from contrac*.- 
ing what seemed to them unhappy marriages. The case to which atten. 
tion has been drawn appears to deprive parents even of this privilege, 
and, judging from correspondence in the press on the subject, many 
fathers and mothers deplore the situation so created. 

The incident directed my attention to the attitude of Jewish law 
towards the marriage of minors. Secmingly it is an old Jewish legal 
principle that boys are minors until the age of thirteen and girls until the 
ige of twelve. At first sight the years chosen appear to be arbitrary. 
Some Rabbinic authorities deduce these respective ages from passages in 
ihe Bible. Others, realising the weakness of sucha sanction, declare 
roundly that Moses on Mount Sinai was instructed by divine inspiration 
that thirteen and twelve were to be the dividing line for boys and girls 
respectively between minority and majority. 

If a boy attained his majority at the age of thirteen, could he, 
eccording to Jewish law, contract a marriage’ The answer is that years 
alone do not suffice, but if years and puberty are both present, then boys 
who are no longer minors may well marry. Cases are actually on record 
where fathers married their children even while they were minors. A 
sympathetic comprehension of such a practice will indicate at once that 
the promotion pf chastity was the object in view. Anold rabbinic homily 
on this theme is worth quoting: “‘ He who loves his wife as himscif; who 
spends more on her clothes than on his own; who leads his sons and 
daughters in the right path and marries them shortly before they attain 
puberty—of such a one Holy Writ declares, ‘ Thou knowest that thy tent 
is peaceful, and thou shalt visit thy habitation and shalt miss nothing. ” 
There were authorities who actually laid it down as a definite 
duty that a man should marry his son while he was yet a minor 
333 AN an). Those who favoured such a course a: cued 
that youthful marriages meant many children, and since children are a 
gift of God, bappy is the man who has his quiver full of them. 
1¢ was actually calculated that a man who marries his son aged twelve 
might be able to marry his grandson when the latter too was twelve, and 
that in this way a man of twenty-six might already be a grandfather! 

This view was but one aspect of the problem. The opposite view was 
no less authoritative and drew its sanction from the very words of the 
Torah, In the address to the soldiers before battle, what did the priest 
say” “What man is there that hath built a house. - What man 
is there that hath planted a vineyard. . What man is there who 
hath betrothed a wife ”—these three classes were allowed toreturn home. 
It was argued that the Torah here shows the due order for right conduct, 
First a man shall build a house, then he shall plant a vineyard, and only 
when that is completed shall he take a wife. Put into modern 
terminology the advice merely is that a man should make himself 
economically independent before he marries. The same lesson is taught, 
80 it was argued, by the Great Curse im the Book of Deuteronomy in 
which trouble is depicted in the reverse order from that in the priest’s 
address to soldiers. Finally, those who were opposed to the marriages 
of minors found support also in a passage in the Book of Proverbs: 
“Prepare thy work and make it ready for thee in the field: afterwards 
build thine house”—that is, founda family. | lt was from this school of 
thought that the maxim in the Ethics of the Fathers must have emanated 
that cighteen is the proper age for marriage. 

There is no doubt that in early times in Palestine child marriages 
were not infrequent, despite their condemnation by some Rabbis. On the 
other hand, marriages of men of thirty and forty, though they were not 
the rule, were not unknown, ‘The extraordinary thing is that this 
difference of opinion in so important an aspect of social life was continued 
in later centuries. While some Rabbis favoured, others condemned 
child marriages. It is of interest to. observe that both Maimonides and 
Rashi were among those who looked with disfavour upon the marriage of 
minors. Yet the tendency continued throughout the Middle Ages, and in 
the sixteenth century the Shulchan Aruch, while it declares that itis &aman’s 
duty to marry at eighteen, adds that to marry at thirteen is a more laudabic 
Mitcvah. In Poland child marriages were quite common, and among the 
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followers of Sabbattai Zevi it is recorded that they performed very many 
marriages where the bridegroom was aged ten, and the bride was ey.»

So thoroughly well establis)od 
is this principle in the popular mind that from it flow some of our mo-t 
difficult social problems. The very existence of these problems only 
proves that the principle is almost universally accepted, certainly 
in communities with a complex economic structure. In this regard 
Jews do not differ from their neighbours. Once again, one cannot help 
reflecting that if laws are to be effective they must be in accord with 
life. When the Shuichan Aruch declared that it was a more lauda!iic 
Mitzvah to marry at thirtcen, Rabbi Joseph Caro was probably civing 
expression to a social phenomenon of his time. But social progress |ias 
moved a considerable distance away from Kabbi Joseph Caro in (hi> 
instance, and we are furnished with a clear proof that in one case at |cast 
the ordinances of the Shu/chan Aruch cannot be, and are not, carried out 
in practice. It would be a useful inquiry to discover how many othcr 
ordinances of the Shulchan Aruch—their number cannot be few—arc in 
the same position, Such an inquiry would not necessarily be hostile to 
Judaism. In fact, it would be the very best means of establishing Jo i-h 
tradition anew. If Jewish tradition is to play a wortby part in Jewish 
life, it should be a living thing, and Jews studying its development \ ith 
sympathetic understanding would help to make it so. 

A word more about girl marriages. According to ancient Jewish lvw, 
as soon as a girl reaches the age of twelve-and-a-half, and she ceascsty be 
a minor, she may marry without consulting her father. The Talmud 
actually’ recognises the legal independence’ of a girl who has 
the age of twelve-and-a-half. In marriages of this kind the faticr 
usually accepted Aiddushin on behalf of his daughter. But there 
were many authorities who looked askance at the practice, so mich 
so, that a supporter of it, at the time of the Crusades, found it 
necessary to, excuse what must have appeared to him a some!

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WITH 


Dr. ARIEL BENSION. 


R. AND MRS. ARIEL BENSION recently returned to this 
country from an extensive tour of the Jewries of South 

America. ‘They succeeded, as no visitors had. previously 

been able to succeed, in arousing the dormant Jewish 
consciousness and iz forming anew organisation of Sephardim, known 
as “ Bene Hedem.” In some of the communities visited, people who 
had never been known locally as Jews were 
attracted to Dr. Bension’s meetings. His 
power lay in the fact that he is himself a 
Sephardi, speaks the languages current 
among the Sephardim, and understands their 
mentality and traditions. To a representa- 
tive of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE he gave an 
account of the new Sephardi Organisation, 
which he helped to form, and’ of the com- 
munities of Latin America which he visited. 

A Preliminary Conference. 


How. was the movement for a Sephardi 
renaissance initiated? our representative 
enquired. 

“Some time before the war,” said Dr. Bension, “I was interested ia 
the idea of getting the Sephardim of the world to take «an active part in 
the Jewish National restoration, to which, for the most part, they had 
been indifferent. With the co-operation of some friends in Vienna—heads 
of the Sephardi community in that city, and leaders of the Sephardi Student 
Society—a special conference of representatives of the Sephardim of the 
world was called to meet concurrently with the Eleventh Zionist Con- 
gress. This conference attracted great attention, and all its sessions were 
thronged with visitors drawn by the novelty of the movement. In addi- 
tion to our own delegates, we were honoured with visits by the Zionist 
leaders and by distinguished Ashkenazim. We ended a highly success- 
ful conference with a banquet. It became clear, however, during the 
discussions that such a movement must emanate from the expressed 
desire of the communities themselves. Thercfore, only one resolution 
was taken, namely, to prepare the ground for the convening of a 
representative Sephardi Congress, attended by really representative and 
properly elected delegates. I was appointed Hon. Secretary. The 
project, however, was halted by the war.” 

Sephardi Indifference. 

How do you account for the former indifference of the Sephardim ? 

“That question has often been asked, and the answer is not, as has 
often been asserted, because the Sephardim have not suffered from 
pogroms and persecutions, but rather because the countries in which the 
masses of the Sephardim had settled after the expulsion from Spain did 
not possess that cultural background—neither the Jewish one provided 
by the Yeshiboth, nor the non-Jewish one provided by the Universities— 
that was the only soil fertile enough to allow of the sprouting of an ideal, 
In countries like Turkey and others, where Sephardim had settled, there 
was no cultural atmosphere whatsoever. Another important and quite 
natural factor was the fear of the Turks who then dominated Palestine, 
Nor did any messengers bring them the rallying-call sent out by Herzl. 
And the first quarter of a century in which the Zionist idea was being 
implanted and strengthened among the Ashkenazim by those tireless 
Zionists, Nahum Sokolow and Shmarya Levin, as well as by the wealth 
of literaturé that sprang up around the Movement, the Sephardim wero 
left unvisited and untouched by a literature written in a language they 
could not understand. | 

‘ Now that all these obstacles have been removed and all but a small 
minority are freed from the Turkish yoke, -now that there are large 
Sephardi communities in western countries, in most of which thereis a 
cultural background, the time seemed ripe for breaking down the old 
indifference, and I therefore welcomed the invitation to visit these com- 
munities and endeavour to carry on the work initiated in Vienna. My 
six years of wandering through Europe, the Near and the Far East, 
North Africa, and more recently Central and South America, have helped 
to strengthen my conviction of the desirability of enlisting the aid of the 
Sephardim in Jewish national regeneration, and now the rapid march oJ 
events since the war and the strengthening of Jewish hopes in Palestine 
have made it possible to bring the Sephardim to Zionism. 

Valuable Material. 

“The Zionist leaders have fully recognised,” Dr. Bension went on to 
say, ‘that the Sephardi_commiunities offér many advantages, not to be 
found elsewhere, for Zionist Work. They provide colonists of the kind 
that form the bulwark of all agricultural gountries—a peasant class, 
naive, faithful, religiously inclined, easily led, simple-minded, simple- 


‘hearted,in short not a hybrid forced to take to the soil, but one becoming an 


integral part of the land, finding in the land his true-home. An clement that 
would establish for us the very best relations with its Arab neighbours, 
by the force of language, psychology, customs, the simplicity of its mode 
of thinking, even by the eyes and hair and skin, the very colour of 
which creates a feeling of confidence in the Arab mind. One of the main 
functions of the new organisation I have helped to form, and as to the 
objects of which I will speak later, will be the creation of good relations 
between the Jews and the Arabs.”

Here and there one niay 
find individual Jews who can trace back their ancestry the two or three 
centuries that link them up with the refugees from Spain, and nota few 
Christian families may be found who claim descent from Marranos. In 
the artistic as well asin the political circles of Mexico, it is considered 
quite the thing to claim that Jewish blood flows in one’s veins—a Jewish 
blood that has, of course, been thoroughly cleansed in baptismal waters. 


Points of Division. 


“The present Sephardi-Jewish communities in Latin-America, with 
the exception of the one in Panama, are all comparatively new ani are 
mainly composed of those who went from Turkey and Syria, from the 
Near East and the North of Africa, to seek their fortunes in the new 
world. Their four centuries of enforced dispersion have made them 
almost as strange and as hostile to each other as they are to the 
Ashkenazim. Nowhere is the idea of the existence of an inter- 
nationally - united Jewry made to appear more ridiculous than in 
Latin-Amcrica, where a Jewish community of half-a-hundred families 
may have two Ashkenazi and two Sephardi Minyanim all utterly 
opposed to one another and purposely oblivious of one another's 
existence and strongly determined not to mix. And just as the 
Lithuanian Jew, on hearing his beloved Yiddish mispronounce:! by 
his brother the Galician Jew, is moved to mockery and ribald lans)hter 
and segregrates himself into his own little Kehillah, where he carries out 
his own old-world customs, hears the synagogue melodies sung in the tunes 
to which his ears have become accustomed—in a word, feels himself at 
home and with his own brethren, just so is the Spanish-speaking Jew of 
Morocco and Algiers upset by the Ladino of the Turkish or the Syrian 
Sephardi and sees in him no brother, no fellow-Jew, no person with 
whom he can carry on those social relations that are bound. 
spring up between members of the same synagogue. Thus the 
same religious observance which has preserved an identical Jewish 
consciousness among far-flungand widely separated Jewish communities 
has but served to divide them when the members of these communities 
came face to face withone another. Even greater is the schism between 
the religiously-observantand the irreligious, thelatteranever-growing ©1ass 
in Latin-America, particularly among the younger generation. In view 
of all this it is not to be wondered at that the newcomer to Latin-Amecrica 
is first of all impressed with the seemingly chaotic aspect of Jewish life 
in practically all the communities he visits. There isnocommunal unity, 
either in philanthropic effort, or in other undertakings, that might b® 
regarded as aiming to improve the welfare of the community. 


A Unifying Force. 

’ “Té is refreshing in the midst of this chaos,” said Dr. Bcusion, 
“to find that a certain harmony is being created. Although the 
East European immigrants brought Zionism with them and sc! UP 
the nucleus of a Zionist Organisation wherever they settled for 42y 
length of time, they failed utterly to interest their Sephardi neighbours in 
the Movement. Carrying on their Zionist propaganda almost exclusively 
in Yiddish, and unable to understand the mentality of the others, they 
could not and did not attract the Sephardim. The bringing of the Zionist

_ message to Sephardim by one of themselves, has helped to break down some 
_ of the barriers that separatedthe Sephardi-groups from @ach other an‘! that 


Separated them from the Ashkenazim.’ In. some cases 4t has even brought 


‘them to a recollection of their Judaism, which they had practically 


lost. A case in point is that of Lima, Peru. At my meeting there, 
men came to hear me who, although well-known to the rest of the Jewish 
inhabitants there (there being no real community) were not known to the® — 
as Jews.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 
Specially prepared for THE JEWISH CHRCONICLR. 


“ Behold, if the Lord should make windows in Heaven, could 
such a thing be? Kings viv., 19. 


The portion appointed for this week’s Haphtorah deals with the 
raising of the siege of Samaria by a miraculous alarm that seizes the 
hosts of Syria, and thus fulfils the promise of Elisha of the sudden end 
of the famine on the morrow. The prophets of the historical books of 
the Bible are concerned chiefly with the actual events of their own time. 
They do not seem to have had that larger vision that is associated with 
ihe messages of an Isaiah or an Ezekiel. On those contemporary events, 
however, they appear to have exercised a wonderful influence. They were 
enabled in the king's officer's own words (that he had used derisively) to 
“make windows in Heaven,” to bring direct and miraculous influences to 
bear upon the politics of the kings and people of Israel. Their chief task 
was to defend the ancient religion against the idolatrous tendencies of the 
[sraelitish kings, to “build up the altar of the Lord which had been thrown 
down.”. So we find Elijah upon Carmel, calling down fire from Heaven 
to confute the priests of Baal and the ministers of Ashtoreth, who ate at 
Jezebel’s table. They took it upon themselves also to protect the rights 
ef individuals against the grasping hands of royal tyrants, as illustrated 
in the story of Naboth’s vineyard. The greatest of these “ men of God,” 
whose work is described in the two books of Kings, are, of course, Elijah 
and Elisha. No twomen are more closely linked together in the Bible. 

jut no two men seem to be more in contrast in their temperament 
and in their circumstances. Elijah is a man of mystery, appearing 
suddenly, no one knows whence, and ‘isappearing as suddenly, so 
that however much he may be sought, “neither kingdom nor 
nation can discover him” (I Kings, xvii., 10). 
and rugged, clad in a sheepskin mantle, dwelling among the mountains, 
and fed by the birds of the air. Elisha, who ministers to this strange 
master and succeeds him, is a man of homely tendencies. Elijah 
begins his ministry with the announcement of a fearful drought that 
lasts for more than three years. Elisha opens his by healing at Jericho 
the waters that had failed to fertilise the land (II. Kings ii., 22). 
Elisha is, unlike his master, a civilised denizen of the town. And 
as he lives, he dies. No flery chariot waits for him. His friends 
gather round his death-bed. The King attends his last moments. 
He is buried in a well-known tomb. It is Elijah’s task to overthrow, 
by startling miracle and stern judgment, the false and cruel deities of 
his time. Elisha is the healer. Beneficence tracks his path. He 
rewards the Shunamite woman with the desire of her heart. He 
restores her son to life. He heals Naaman, the Syrian, after he has 
given hima lesson.in humility. He gives welcome counsel to kings 
and generals. What Elijah gathered in solitude and gave forth in fire 
and storm, Elisha carried out through winning arts and healing acts, 
and gentle words of social intercourse. 


Not in the desert of Horeb or on the top of Carmel did he find his 
piace, but in the crowded thoroughfares of Samaria, in the gardens of 
Damascus, by the waters of the Jordan. It may be difficult to discern 
the reasons which called for this diversity in the character and habits of 
the two prophets in periods so closely following one another. But the 
necessity was foreshadowed in the vision of the older prophet upon 
Horeb of “the great and strong wind that rent the mountains and 
brake in pieces the rocks before the Lord!” and the earthquake 
and the fire that followed; and “after.the fire the still small 
voice.” The crashing of the earthquake may proclaim the coming of 
the Lord. His presence is best evidenced in “the still small voice.” 
!\ijah’s mission was that of the earthquake and the fire; Elisha’s was 
the still small voice.

The Ford Libel Case. 


Prominent Jews Offer Evidence.

NEW YORK, 

The trial in the action for libel brought against Mr. Henry Ford by 
Mr. Aaron Sapiro will not be affected by the recent accident to Mr, Ford. 
Rumours of foul play have not been dispelled by Mr. Ford’s statement 
deprecating such suggestions. Six persons were arrested by the police 
but were later released. Mr. W. J. Cameron, editor of the DEARBORN 
INDEPENDENT, has issued a statement in which he says of the accident: 

Ll would not say that it was a deliberate attempt to assassinate Mr. Ford, 
but you can draw your own conclusions.” Judge Raymond, who is trying 
the libel action at Detroit, has officially denied in court rumours that be 
has ordered an investigation into the accident. 

In connection with Senator Reed's mention of their names as sup- 
porters of Mr, Sapiro’s alleged Jowish conspiracy to control American 
farmers through his co-operative marketing pian, Mr. Bernard Baruch 
and Mr. Julius Rosenwald have signified their willingness to give evidence 
in court.

NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath Leviticus xiv., 1—xy., 33. 


The fourtecath chapter of Leviticus prescribes the ritual of purification 
after submitting to which an Israelite who had suffered from “leprosy ” 
was allowed to re-enter the camp. The word “leprosy ” has been placed 
in inverted commas, because it is very doubtful whether the Hebrew 
term FAY VW corresponds with that disease. Since the symptoms are 
described in the Sedra of the previous week, a discussion of this point 
must be deferred, and consideration directed to the question, what was 
the purpose of the Biblical regulations? Why was a person afflicted with 
the malady compelled to reside outside the camp? Only from the study 
of the purificatory rites can a correct answer be derived. 

It is popularly supposed that the exclusion of the leper was a pre- 
cautionary measure to prevent the spreading of the disease; but this is 
very doubtful. The Rabbinic Laws bearing on the subject lead to the 
conclusion that MY VN was not regarded as contagious, The leper was 
not allowed to live in a walled city, which was taken to be the equivalent 
of the “camp” in Leviticus xiii., 46; but he could reside in an unwalled 
town. Provided a partition of the height of ten handbreadths was placed 
between him and the rest of the congregation, he was permitted to join 
in prayer inasynagogue. The partition was required because the leper 
communicated ritual “defilement.” That the Rabbis did not think of 
infection is proved by the law that a bridegroom who manifested symptoms 
of the disease did not have to submit himself to examination until the 
week of the wedding celebrations had concluded. 

Another view, put forward by some commentators, is that there was 
a@ connection between leprosy andtin. The Bible records instances where 
wrong-doers were punished by means of this disease. Examples will be found 
in Numbers xii, 10, IJ Kings xv, 5, II Chronicles xxvi, 19. The Rabbinic 
opinion was that leprosy was the penalty for a slanderous tongue. It is 
therefore suggested that the leper was thought of as a person bearing upon 
himself evidence of God’s displeasure, and for that reason was excluded 
fromthe camp. To deduce, however, from the fact that because some 
sinners were punished with leprosy all lepers were sinners, is quite 
unwarranted; and the theory is completely discredited by the circum.- 
stance that the ritual of purification has not the slightest resemblance to 
the ceremony which the sinner had to undergo to secure atonement. 

The purificatory rites, when closely studjed lead to the conclusion 
that the only reason why the leper was banished from the camp was that 
he suffered from a physical impurity. It isnothing more than a particular 
instance of the general rule that whatever was not clean and perfect 
should be removed from the camp of the Israelites, because the camp 


was a holy place by reason of the divine Spirit that abode therein. The 


key to the understanding of all the laws dealing with ritual impurity ig 
the Biblical statement, “For the Lord thy God walketh in the midst of 
thy camp to deliver thee, and to give up thine enemies before thee ; 
therefore shall thy camp be holy; that He see no unseemly thing in 
thee, and -turn away from titee” (Deuteronomy xxiii.,-15). In exactly 
the same way that a priest who had a physical blemish was not permitted 
to take part in the service of the Sanctuary (Leviticus xxi., 17ff.), the 
Isvaclite whose appearance was loathsome because of skin-disease had no 
part in the life of the community. 

- The ceremony of purification, when studied in detail, presents many 
interesting features. Some of them bear resemblance to the rites of 
initiation by which the priest was dedicated to the sacred office (compare > 
Exodus xxix.), and this similarity is very suggestive. Only the general 


principle can be indicated now. The leper was considered as dead (see 


Numbers xii., 12). Therefore, so long as he suffered from the disease, he 
was dead to his community. Should he recover from it, he was, as it 
were, re-born into the congregation of Israel and underwent a ceremony 
of consecration before ho was re-admitted into “the kingdom of priests 
and the nation.”

Charges and Denials. 


The New York HERALD TRIBUNS recently published a letter from 
the Roumanian Consul-General in that city with regard to the allegations 
made concerning the Roumanian Government's treatment of ite Jewish 
subjects. In the course of the letter, the Consul, Mr. T. Tileston Wells, 
wrote : 

There have been attacks on Roumania in the press and at meetings on 
account of the alleged wrongs of the Jews. Therefore, pray allow me to say a 
word in defence of Roumania and its people. 

In the first place, under the constitution and laws of Roumania there is and 
can be no legal distinction between Roumanians, be they Jews or Christians— 
they are all equal before the law. 

In the second place, from the earliest daysof Roumanian history to the 
present time there has never been a pogrom. that is,a massacre of Jews such 
as occurs from time to time, or at all events did occur, in Russia. 

In the third place, the acts complained of are those of individuals, whose 
acts are disapproved by the authorities. 

‘That there has been some anti-Semitic agitation in Roumania cannot, 
ublortunately, be altogether denied, The Roumanian people, as all know who 
have ever been in contact with them, are a mild, good-natured and peace-loving 
race, so if there is trouble :t must be made by a very smal! minority. Then, 
again, has there not been a provocative attitude on the part of the Jews? I 
mean, by the Jews outside of Roumania, as wel! as by those within.

Municipal Elections in Jerusalem. 
ARABS AND THE JEWISH VOTE. 


Polling has begun (says the Jerusalem correspondent of the Times) 
for the election of twelve members of the Municipal Council to take the 
places of those hitherto appointed by the Government. There ar five 
Moslem, four Jewish, and three Christian seats, allotted in proportion to 
the 1,500 Moslem. 1,300 Jewish, and 1,000 Christian voters. 

Twenty-three candidates have been nominated, eight Arabs by the 
party led by Ragheb Bey Nashashibi, the present Mayor, which is © om. 
posed of moderate Nationalists who oppose Zionism but are prepared to 
co-operate with the Jews; eight Arabs by the party led by Haj Amin e) 
Husseini, which politically is strongly antagonistic to the Jews: three 
Arabs by a small Independent group; and four Jews who are unop) sed 
owing to the unexpected unity among the Jewish community, which has 
nominated one representative each of the Sephardim, Ashkenazimn, of 
Labour, and of the Agudath Yisrael, 

As the numbers of the two chief Arab parties, each of which em! races 
Moslems and Christians, are evenly balanced, both are dependent on the 
Jewish vote, which is being eagerly sought. Both the Nashashibists and 
the Husseinists have issued appeals in Hebrew, but after pourpariers 
between the Jews and the two Arab parties the Jewish Communa) (‘om. 
mittee resolved to recommend the Jews to vote solidly for six of the cight 
Nashashibist candidates, and to abstain from voting for the other two 
seats, in order to ensure a majority for the Mayor, who has promised to 
meet the Jewish demands for’a larger share in municipal works, the 
appointment of more Jewish officials, and a fuller recognition of Hebrew,

Colonel WEDGWOoD: Is the right hon. gentleman acquainted with 
the views of this gentleman as to the British Empire and the Zionist 
Movement. 

Sir AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN: I know something about the views 
expressed in the past, but I am entitled to assume that the Italian Govyern- 
ment would not appoint a consul-general who would use his appointment 
contrary to the interests of the country to which he was accredited. 


FACTORY AND WORKSHOP LEGISLATION. 


Colonel WEDGWOOD asked the Colonial Secretary when factory and 
workshop legislation in accordance with modern practice would be ‘tro- 
duced in Palestine. : 

Mr. AMERY : Certain legislation has already been enacted, and nder 
municipal regulations officers of the Department of Health may t all 
times inspect establishments or factories engaged in trades sched! d to 
those regulations. I understand that more effective and modern legisla- 
tion for the supervision of dangerous and unhealthy trades aud indu-tries, 
is being prepared, and that draft legislation dealing with the emp!o) ment 
of women and children in industry, and with the inspection of factore*s 
is also under preparation. 

Colonel WEDGWoOOD asked the Colonial Secretary whether Wa 
satisfied with the present laws relating to the stamping of documents 19 
Palestine; and when did he expect that such legislation would be p«' into 
order and coded. 

Mr. AMERY: The Ottoman Stamp Law still prevails in Palestine. It 
has been found to be unsatisfactory; and, when the new currency for 
Palestine is introduced, it will be replaced by a comprehensive Stamp 
Ordinance, which has already been prepared and has been passed by the 
Advisory Council.

Dr. Chaim Weizmann. 
ARRIVAL.IN ENGLAND. 


Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President of the World Zionist Organisation, 
arrived in England from the United States on Friday afternoon last. He 
was accompanied by Mr. Louis Lipsky, President of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion of America. Dr. Weizmann was to have attended a special meeting 
of the Zionist Executive on Wednesday, 

“We are making remarkable strides in America.” said Mr. Lipsky to 
a representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. He expressed his disappoint- 


ment, however, at the support so far given by British Jews. ‘‘We feel,” 
he declared, “ that British Jews are not as generous as they should be in 
their support. The whole of American Jewry is now united in the work 


of upbuilding the Jewish National Home under the British Mandate.” 

ife described Dr. Weizmann’s tour as a great success, and said that 
in addition to raising large sums of money he had succeeded in achieving 
unity among American Jews in their support of the establishment of a 
Jowish National Home. “ This is very gratifying,” he went on, “ because 
it indicates the larger support which will come in due course as a result 
of this union.”

ADDRESSES BY DR. WEIZMANN AND MR. MARSHALL. 


As was briefly reported in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE last week, a dinner 
was held recently in New York to celebrate the conclusion of the Jewish 
Avency Agreement. Judge Irving Lehman preside‘. 

In the course of his address, Dr. Weizmann said: “I think it is my 
duty to say that this Commission, which is about to set out to go to 
Palestine and the East, to test and to try, is not a commission which is to 
decide whether Palestine is to be built up. That is adecision which was 
made thousands of years ago. It is to decide how and what are the best 
ways and means for building it up. It is not possible, and even if it were 
possible, I would not presume to anticipate the results of such an inquiry. 


But it is perfectly clear to me that a great deal might have to be changed, 


modified, a great deal criticised, a great deal approved. I think I may 
say on behalf of every conscientious Zionist that we welcome a 
fair, impartial, unbiased inquiry, knowing quite well the result of 
it can only be the furthering and the strengthening of our efforts. 
I am addressing myself to you, Mr. Marshall, who have as a leader of 
American Jewry, led the way towards the realisation of these fundamental 
aspirations. During this year you have reached seventy years, and you 
have added to your record of achievements for the Jewish people one 
more page which has eternal value. 

* Palestine to-day is going through a difficult time. It is perhaps not 
the inherent fault of Palestine. It is primarily the inherent fault of the 
Situation of the Jews, particularly in the East. The pressure on the doors 
of Palestine was beyond the possibility of the country’s absorption. A 
flood of immigration came, which taxed the capacities of the poor 
country. We must clear this temporary difficulty. I hope the Zionists, 
also the non-Zionists, will lend their efforts to see that this temporary 
difficulty, a serious difficulty, is removed. Andthe way is open, clear for 
further inquiry and for further endeavour.” 


Palestine a Jewish Problem. 


Mr. Louis Marshall said “I see nobody here who dares to call himself 
&n anti-Zionist. We have laid aside all labels and handles to our names, 
and we have met as Jews. I am not a Zionist and have never been one. 
Some people think that it isa joke, and I may repeat that remark as I 
frequently have repeated it, but I have always felt that lam something 
better than Zionist or non-Zionist; I am a Jew. Ican stand on that 
platform. You can all stand on that platform. The time has come when 
We should forget everything but the fact that this problem of Palestine 
is a Jewish problem. There have been differences in the past. There 
May be differences in the future. There should be differences of opinion, 
because out of differences of opinion can eventually come truth. We 
forget the differences of the past. They are unimportant. Let us look 
forward and act. 

“ L wish, however, to have it understood that from the moment the 
Balfour Declaration was enunciated the American Jewish Committee 
placed itself upon the platform of contributing and co-operating to the 
best of its power in the upbuildiug of the land, in the development of the 
Country's great resources, in the preservation of that idealism which 
éave occasion for all that has since taken place. And so, when something 
over two years ago, Dr. Weizmann, who isan idealist, who has tact and 
diplomacy, who has humanity, came to us and said, ‘Are you willing as 
hon-Zionists to co-operate with the Zionists by going into the Jewish 
Agency and establishing it on a non-partisan Jewish basis?’ we said, 
Yes,’ We decided that we should go into the Agency. It is unnecessary

exile as well as in Palestine, and was cherished as the peculiar 
treasure of the nation, the soul of which it so adequately expressed. 


Mishnah, Midrash, liturgical compositions, and, a few centuries 
after, philosophy and poetry, in the heyday of Jewish literary 
activity in Spain, all were contributing to the development of the 
living organism of the Hebrew language. 


In fact, medern Hebrew literature is but the newest link in the 
long chain of Hebrew linguistre and hterary evolution, which had 
never been broken.

The Hebrew alphabet is composed of twenty-two letters. all 
consonants, the vowels being expressed by marks above or below 
the letters.

The system of vowel-points was introduced so late as the sixth 
or -eventh century of the common era by the Rabbis of the school 
ol Tiberias, At that time Hebrew ceased to be a spoken language, 
having been entirely superseded by its sister language, Aramaic. 
It was found absolutely necessary to establish definitely and thus 
perpetuate the correct traditional reading and pronunciation of 
Hebrew in order to safeguard the magnificent edifice of the Jewish 
hational and classical language against the havoc of time and 
foreign influences. | 


Strangely enough, the same problem of a satisfactory system of 
Vocalization that confronted the Rabbis of old at a time of ebb for 
the Hebrew tongue, presents itself now, when Hebrew has 
tuiraculoushy become a spoken language again—great difficulties, 
Which have hitherto baffled solution.

Spinoza. 

“rb OLDEST BIOGRAPHY OF SPINOZA,” by Professor A. Wolf (Allen 
and Unwin, 6s.), is a contribution to the international celebrations of the 
two-hundred-and-fiftieth anniversary of the death of Spinoza on Febrna 
2ist. The biography, edited by Dr. Wolf, is the oldest, and it is the only 
one written by one who knew Spinoza personally, and loved him well, jt 
not always wisely. In order to be of service to the wider English-reading 
public, Dr. Wolf has also added a translation, an introduction, annotation: 
and some of the most important additional biographical matter wh. }, 
was written before the better known but less valuable “Lire” },y 
Colerus (1705). There are also. six beautiful Hlustrations. The work is 
“dedicated to the memory of Adolph Saalfeld, 1865-1926." One of the 
most important sources of the Spinoza biography is, of course, }j< 
“ Correspondence,” a new translation of which, together with an Intro. 
duction and a Commentary, by Professor A. Wolf, will be published in tiie 
course of this year. The present volume is a work of many yirtues, and 
a further proof of the editor's distinguished and sensitive scholarship. 

Sir Isaac Newton. : 

“Sir ISAAC NEWTON,” by Professor 8. Brodetsky (Methuen, 5s.), ic a 
brief account of the life and work of the greatest scientist that England 
hasever produced. This book is published in celebration of the recent 
bicentenary of Newton’s death, March 20th, 1727. The object of this 
opportune biography is to combine an account of Newton's life and 
personality with a clear and easy statement of his great scientific achic ve- 
ments, The work contains a portrait of Newton, ten diagrams and a 
map. Professor Brodetsky has inscribed this volume to the memory of 
his mother. “Sir Isaac Newton” is an altogether admirable book on a 
subject which should attract the attention of everyone interested in the 
history of intellectual progress. 

Bibliography. 

“ BIBLIOGRAPHIE EN HISTORIE,” by Heer Sigmund Seeligmann (Manus 
Hertzberger, Amsterdam), is a collection of essays on the history of the 
earliest Sephardim in Amsterdam. It forms a valuable contribution 
adding to our knowledge of the Marranos, and incidentally throws 
interesting side-lights on the origin and development of the Anglo-Jewish 
community. The line of study that Heer Seeligmann has followed is 
extremely attractive and fruitful. He is exceedingly well-informed on al! 
matters appertaining to bibliography, and his treatise is fully documented. 
All the entries in the notes show the scrupulous sense of care and 
accuracy characteristic of the true lover of books. 

The three-hundredth anniversary of the foundation of Menasseli ben 
Israel’s printing press in Amsterdam in January 1627 was worthily 
celebrated by an exhibition held in the Portugeesch Israelietisch Semin- 
arium, ** Ets Haim,” in January last. A catalogue of the exhibits, entitied 
“Alphe Menasseh,” was prepared by Heer J. 8S. da Silva Rosa, the 
Librarian of the Seminary. It contains a succinct description of each 
éxhibit, accompanied by notes and references. It is beautifully produced, 
and forms a fitting souvenir of an interesting anniversary in Hebraic 
bookland. 


Medieval Rabbis. 

The recent death of Canon James Foster provides an opportunity for 
recalling his interesting tractate, “‘Some Notable Mediwval Jewish 
Rabbis.” The essay contains a prefatory letter by the Rev. Michael 
Adler.

“THE CITY WITHOUT JEWs,” by Hugo Bettauer, translated by

city whose councillors issue an edict that all Jews must leave wil!'n 4 
certain period of time. The povel revolves around the love of a bri!!iant 
young Jewish artist for the daughter of an aristocratic Austrian 10ble- 
man. This love is temporarily frustrated by the order for expulsion, but 
all ends well with the eagerly-sought return of the Jews. The author of 
this daring satire was assassinated immediately upon the publicati.t of 
his novel. A twenty-year old “Nordic” believed that Bettauer wis 4 
Jew conspiring against the highest ideals of “German culture.” | Le 
murderer collapsed when he was told that Bettauer was a Christian.

Sir,—With reference to your report of the demonstration of my Humane 
fasting Machine, in which the President of the Shechita Board stated that 
the slaughtermen at Islington demanded double pay for using the machine, 
I-desire to, point out that during the demonstrations carried out in the pre- 
erence of representatives of the Board of Shechita, the R.S.P.C.A. and other 
responsible bodies, the time taken varied from ten seconds to about twenty-nine 
seconds, whereas, according to the present methods at Islington, it takes 
from two and a half minutes to twenty-seven minutes. It is therefore difficult 
to understand on what ground the men should ask for doable pay for less 
work. 


Has the Shechita Board officially submitted the question to the slaughter 
authorities of the Trade Union? If so, it would be interesting to know what 
reply was given. When it is a question of humanitarianism the labour 
leaders are at least as likely to be sympathetic as the Board of Shechita, If 
it should prove that the slaughtermen insist on casting. by a slower method, 
the Government of this country can be relied upon to solve the difficulty. 
Probably the. R.S.P.C.A. would be able to give the Board of Shechita very 
valuable advice on how to deal with such a difficalty.

In the evening a banquet was held at the West Didsbury Public 
Hall. Haham Dr. M. Gaster presided. In proposing the toast of “The 
Prosperity of the New Synagogue,” he said that if a congregation was 
to be called prosperous, it must show life and vigour, and must ¢o 
stright ahead. It must have men who had the welfare of the synagogue 
at heart. and who were imbued with sufficient energy and enthusiasm for 
their sacred task.

“THE DYBBUK.” 

Comparisons are odious,” says a well-known literary character some- 
here. Yet anyone who witnesses the performance of Ansky’s play by the 
forum Theatre Guild at the Royalty Theatre, with the fine performance 
{the Vilna Troupe and the Moscow Habima Company in mind, cannot 
possibly avoid a comparison. It shall be one very unfavourable to the 
i.ondon production. In an explanatory note of this production one reads : 

(he Dybbuk is by no means merely a Jewish play. Though Yiddish in 
ctting and authorship, it may in all fairness be described as a play by a 
tow, of the Jews, for the world.” This seems to suggest that the powerful 
cwish elements and motives of the play based upon religious differ- 
roces do not matter.

Indeed those very Jewish characteristics 
which have made the productions by the Vilna Troupe and the Habima 
( 1opany so famous, and upon which the play was founded, are cntirely 
abscaot., Of the Jewish acting that tells its own story, there is not a single 
frace: the dialogue is left to do all the work. 

The most remarkable things about the Moscow Habima company’s per- 
fuimmance of The Dybbuk is, first of all, the reflection of an unmistakable 
J/co\vish workd and the religious ecstacy that blossoms forth in it. Second, 
tic marvellous interpreters who transfer this world to the stage and fill it 
With the essential atmosphere. Third, the representation by means of 
actin. scenery (designed by Nathan Altmann), essentially Jewish in style, 
t.at sustains the peculiar rhythm of the acting, concentrates the atten- 
tion and achieves unity. The setting for the second act of the Royalty 
theatre production might have come out of a Gaiety nrusical comedy. 

1 did not find this world on the Royalty theatre stage. ‘There was no 
ec-tacy to speak of, and certainly no suggestion of virility, a predominating 
Jcowish characteristic of this play. I did not find the wonderful Jewish 
atinosphere. The reason is that the means to produce these things were 
lacking. How are they produced by the Habima company .The world and 
i(s \tmosphere are called forth by interpretative acting of the very highest 
order: every character is highly individualised yet a part of the whole. 
Lach has a set of movements from start to finish; bodies, limbs end 
extremities are charged with the finest expression. Ecstacy is got by virile 
intensity, frenzied dancing, intoning of speech, delirious song. At the 
Ko yalty there is no individualisation and acting such asI describe. English 
players seem incapable of using their body and limbs to mean anything. 
There is not a single player in the English version of the Dybbuk who 
slows the slightest acquaintance with the fine and subtle language of the 
ond. as the Jewish players understand it. MissJean Forbes-Kobertson, 
as Leah, lacks that fire and energy so essential to realise the great 
Passages of mental and physical struggle that Leah undergoes. There 
atc no delirious dances. In the first act the players join hands ina 
tidiculous sort of here-we-go-round-the-mulberry-bush movement. In 
the second the beggars are differentiated by their ailments, but not 
individualised by wild and whirling dance movements. In the third 
and fourth acts there is no dance of the priests to exorcise the spirit of 
the danimed, as it were : there is, in fact, nodance at all. Similar criticism 
applies to thesinging. There are no wild and ecstatic outbursts of song. 

Many other points for comparison occur tome. For example, in the 
Xoyalty Theatre production, the body of Channon remains lying on the 
‘tase instead of being spirited away; the Messenger (made up to look 
like Christ in the “Light of the World” by Holman Hunt) hangs about 
the scenes instead of entering at critical moments, a real wanderer with 
Staft ind pack; Leah in act two, looks like Gretchen in the film version of 
Faust, and in act three and four like Mrs. William Morris in the picture 
by Rossetti in which Sir J. Forbes-Robertson appears. The conclusion is 
Very stupid. In the Jewish version, Leah after a great dramatic scene 
dies and yields up her spirit which joins that of Channon whose voice 
“lone is heard. In the English version, which is evidently inspired 
by the newspaper articles on “Have I Lived Before,” the ghost of 
Channon appears, takes the centre of the stage and then walks off with 
Leah true spiritualistic s¢ance fashion.

“BERT'S GIRL.” 
It is a long time since we have had any plays from the pen of 
Elizabeth Baker, not since she scored such a success with her drama of 


middle-class drabness, “Chains.” Now, at the Court Theatre, there has 
been produced another work of hers, “ Bert's Girl,” also set in unpleasant 
middle-class surroundings, and also an example -of most ingenious 
characterisation. Unfortunately, such vulgar and caddish types as Bert 
and his family do exist, and Elizabeth Baker portrays them mercilessly. 
That the would-be smart Bert should have “ picked up” such a charming 
girl as Stella (admirably played by Dorothy Black) is quite a pasaable 
basis for the plot of the play. The acting throughout was adequate; 
although Julian D’Albie, as uncle Martin, was excellent at times and at 
times unconvincing. Henry Caine, asthe odious Bert, gave a clever and 
realistic performance.

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Auntie’s Chat. 

There is a story told of Rabbi Akiba that he once met Rabby 
Tarphon, who was extraordinarily wealthy, and told him that he had. 
an opportunity of purchasing two towns for him, and Rabbi Tarphon 
placed at his disposal four thousand pieces of gold that he might carry 
out the purchose. Some time later Rabbi Tarphon met Rabbi Akiba 
and asked him where the towns were that he had promised to acquire 
on his behalf. Rabbi Akiba took him by the hand and led him into the 
house of study, and caused a child to read from the Book of Psalms 
till him came to the verse (Ps. cxii) “He disperseth richly, he hath 
given to the poor,” and he explained that he had bestowed a third of 
the money on the needy and two-thirds on those who occupied them- 
selves with the Torah. Rabbi Tarphon asked him why he had done 
this, and Rabbi Akiba reminded him of Nakdimon ben Guryon, who 
was so wealthy that when he went f:0m his house to the school a rich 
carpet was spread under his feet, which he afterwards sold for the 
poor, but he was punished because he did not give according to his 
wealth. 

THE RICH MAN’S DAUGHTER. 

The Talmud tells us of the fate of Nakdimon's daughter. When 
Rabbi Jochanan ben Zakkai was riding with his pupils outside Jern. 
salem he noticed a woman who was gathering grains of corn from 
between the horses’ feet. When she perceived the Rabbi she covered 
her face with ber hair, and went up to him and asked him for food. 
“ Whose daughter art thou?” he asked her. And she replied “ I am the 
daughterot Nakdimon ben Guryon.” And Jochanan said: “ My daughter, 
what has become of the fortune of your father?” She replied, * There 
was a proverb in Jerusalem ‘ The salt of the fortune was lacking’ ”— 
meaning charity. ‘And the fortune of your father-in-law?” he asked 
further. Sadly she replied that that had gone with the rest. ‘“‘Rabbi,” 
she exclaimed, as the tears rolled down her cheeks, “do you remember 
when you witnessed my marriage contract?” “ Yes,” Jochanan said 
to his pupils, “I recall that when I witnessed her marriage contract f 
read therein of a dowry of a million golden denars, besides what she 
eceived from her father-in-law.” And Rabbi Jochanan wept and 
exclaimed : “ Hail to you, Israel, when you fulfil the bidding of your 
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Father in heaven, then has no tongue and no nation power over you: 
but if ye are rebellious against the All-present, the Holy One, blessed 
be He, will give you over to the hand of the lowest of the low.” 


THE SAFEST TREASURES, 


Another story told in the Talmud is of a king who in time of 
famine opened his treasure house, which his ancestors had filled, for 
the benefit of the poor. And his family reproached him with squander- 
ing that which his fathers had been at such pains to accumulate. But 
he retorted : ** My ancestors built themselves treasure-houses on earth, 
but mine are in heaven, as it is said (Ps. Ixxxv, 12): ‘ Truth shall 
spring out of the earth, and righteousness shall look down from 


heaven. 


The treasure-houses of my fathers were never safe. from 


thieves but mine are inviolate, as it is said (Ps. Ixxxix, 15): ‘ Justice 


and judgment are the habitation of Thy throne.’ 


The treasures that I 


found were unfruitful but charity brings a glorious rich harvest, as it is 
said (Is. iii, 1¢): ‘Say ye to the righteous that it shall be well with 


them for they shall eat the fruit of their doings.’ 


What my ancesters 


amassed was barren gold, but I gather souls, as it is said (Prov. xi, 
30): * The fruit of the righteous is a tree of life and the wise man 


winneth souls.’ 


My fathers saved for others, but what I do is for .my- 


self, as it is said (Deut. xxiv, 13): ‘ It shall be righteousness unto thee 
before the Lord, thy God’ and (Is. Ixxxiii, 8): ‘ Thy righteousness 
shall go before thee.’” Thus did our sages teach the duty of charity 


by each according to his means.
